Name Improvement and 
Election Boards. 


Legislation establishing the board 
of local ‘improvements and the elec- 
tion board as independent taxing 
bodies, and relieving the city’s cor- 
porate funds of the expense of their 
|eperation, should be sought in the 
coming session of the legislature, City 
Controller Martin J. O’Brien told the 
council] finance committee yesterday. 

The controller’s advice, contained in 
a letter to the aldermen, followed a 
plea of Election Commissioners Fred 
V. Maguire and Anthony Czarnecki 
for an appropriation of $1,265,000. 
/This was asked for the purpose of 
financing the contemplated redistrict- 
ing of the city into 3,000 precincts in- 
stead of 2,222, as at present. The re 
districting is mandatory, the commis- 
sioners asserted, because of the re 
cent presidential election. 

See Elections Hampered. 

In his estimates of n mu- 
nicipal expenditures in 1925, Mr. 
O’Brien allowed only $992,000 for the 
election commissioners’ office. If he is 
sustained by the council, the commfs- 
sioners will be unable to defray the 
cost of the February and April alder- 
manic elections, they declared. 

A reduction of approximately $3,000,- 
000 annually in expenditures from the

_ COUNCIL MEETS IN PARIS |

PARIS, Dec. 27.—The allied council 
of ambassadors today unanimously de- 
cided that Germany has failed to exe- 
cute the obligations of the Versailles 
treaty with reference disarmament 
and demobilization and, ' fore, the 
Cologne bridgehead will not be evac 
uated on Jan. 10, as provided by the 
treaty. 

Representatives of France, Great 
Britain, Belgium, Italy, Japan, and the 
United States—the latter unofficially-— 
reached this conclusion despite a warn- 
ing made to Jules Cambon, chairman 
of the ambassadors’ council, just pre- 
viously by Herr von Hoesch, the Ger- 
man ambassador to Paris, that the 
allies’ refusal to hand ever Cologne 
to Germany on the stipulated date 
would seriously imperil] the execution 
of the Dawes plan. 

Germany Fails on Treaty. 

The ambassadors consider that the 
allies should not withdraw from Co 
logne because the Versailles treaty 
provides evacuation five years after 
German ratification only if the obliga- 
tions have been carried out, 

The allies’ plenipvtentiaries accepted 
the reports and recommendations of 
the interallied military control com- 
mission which stated that it was phyal- 
cally impossible for Germany to exe- 
eute the disarmament and demobiliza- 
tion and fulfill the other requirements 
already demanded within the next two 
weeks. 


It was just before the ambassadors 
convened that Herr von Hoesch con- 
ferred with M. Cambon. 

Weakens Berlin Government. 


Herr von Hoesch urged on M, Cam- 
bon the advisability of the ambaagsa- 
ders agreeing on the Cologne evacua 
tion two weeks hence, stating that 
otherwise the Berlin government’s po 
sition would be greatly weakened and 
the cause of the Nationalists strength- 
ened. Herr von Hoesch gave assur- 
ances of Germany's willingness to co 
operate sincerely with the allies in 
centributing inspection of munitions 
factories and garrisons for complete 
e treaty, but he insisted 
on the necessity of Cologne being 
handed back to Germany. 

The ambassadors’ meeting lasted leas 
than an hour, most of this time being 
consumed with the reading of a report 
by Gen. Walch, which the British, Ital- 
ian, Japanese, and Belgian officers con- 
firmed. 

M. Cambon then proposed that a 
memorandum addressed te Germany 
be drafted for adoption at a meeting on 
Wednesday and dispatched to Berlin. 
Ambassador Herrick did not sign the 
decision, as he attended merely as an

State Prisons More Crowded. | 


State prisons, instead of decreasing | 
in use under prohibition, are more 
crowded than ever. The latest census 
figures show that on or about Jan. 1, 
1923, they contained 77,340 convicts, as 
against 71,442 on July 1, 1917. In 
Ohio early this year the state board of 
clemency sent a letter to every com- 
mon pleas judge asking that sentences » 
of all first offenders be suspended be- 
cause there was no room left in the 
| penal institutions. 

The latest comprehensive study of 
penal institutions by the federal cen- 
sus bureau affords a comparison be- 
tween the years 1917 and 1922, the 
figures being as of July 1. 

In the three federal penitentiaries 
there were 5.540 prisoners on July l,, 
1922, as against 3,018 on July 1, 1917, 
an increase of 83 per cent. 

In 104 state prisons there were 73.- 
673 prisoners on July 1, 1922, as against 
the 71,442 on July 1, 1917, a 10 per 
cent increase. Placing this on a poj> 
ulation basis, on a July day in 1917 
there were in state prisons 72.4 con- 
victs for every 100,000 population. In 
1922, two and a half years after pro 
hibition went in, there were 74.5 pris- 
oners for every 100,000 population. 

Farm States Also on List. 

The growth, too, does not appear to 
be confined to the great industrial 
states. In fact, the felon rate in- 
creased most largely tn some of the 
agricultural] states. In Iowa, for ex- 
ample, the five years brought a 46 
per cent increase in number of pris- 
oners In state penal institutions. In 
1917 these jails held 52.2 prisoners for 
each 100,000 population. In 1922 the 
rate jumped to 73.5. 

Illinois in 1917 had 64.4 tnmates 


twelve north central states. In 1922 
(it had 101 state prisoners for each 
100,000 population. 

Kansas, pioneer dry commonwealth, 
ran next in this group of states. In 
the five years the inmates of its state 
prisons increased 44 per cent. For 
every 100,000 population Kansas had 
92.3 prisoners in 1922, as against 65.5 
in 1917. 

As to Nebraska, in the five years i! 
doubled its number of state prisoners. 
and the rate per 100.000 population rose 
from 30 in 1917 to 59 in 1932.

Ashford reported on Nov. 24, 1899, that 
tropical anemia was produced by an 
infestation with hook worm. It was 
determined that the parasite was a 
new species, which ultimately was 
named the “ necator americanus.” Col. 
Ashford’s work was of the greatest im- 
portance, not’ only to Porte Rico but 
also to the United States. It led to 
the discovery of hookworm disease in 
the southern states and formed the 
basis for extensive hookworm eradica- 
tlon campaigns.

And we repeat that this is not the intent of 
the guaranty of habeas corpus. That writ was 
established to protect the innocent from oppres- 
sion, not to protect the guilty from punishment. 
If it is frequently used for the latter, and success 
fully, there should be some correction of practice 
to safeguard the intent of the guaranty and pre- 
vent its habitua)] abuse. We do not favor any ma-

Meanwhile we Go not think the judictary are’ 
free from blame for the present situation. Among 
all officials they represent the highest average level 
of character and competence, but they are not as | 
free from political influence as the welfare of the | 
community requires. We know of no judge who/| 
would sell justice. We know of none who does’ 
not sincerely wish to fulfill the high responsibi ities 
of his highest of all public responsibilities. 
in practice it is deplorably true that there is a 
no man’s land in the actual administration of 
court business where influence operates to dubious 
ends. iIt-may be nothing more serious than the 
granting of continuances or other procedural con. 
cessions; yet the result is to retard the expeditious 
application of the laws and thus increase the 
chances of evasion or diminish the force of pun. 
ishment. We doubt that judges do what they law 
fully may to prevent the abuse of the right of bail 
We be'leve they can exercise a much greater au- 
thority within the law to expedite trials and pre 
vent the defeat of justice through technicalities. 

In short, we think the scandalous weaknesses in 
the protection of this community from the grow-. 


ing evil of organized and unorganized crime ought | 
to be given the attention of a public commission 
of the highest character; not an officia] buck pass- 
ing, alibi agency, but a body of men officia] and 
unofficial which will have the courage to probe 
to the actual sources of weaknesses in our defenses 
against crime, from the shortcomings of our police 
system to those of our courts.

Why would it not be a greater 
“service” if the public could call the 
theater box office once, and get the in- 
formation for which it ts now necessary 
to go to so many brokers? 

They speak about the service to stran- 
gers passing through. Just let one of 
these strangers try to get tickets for a 
popular show on a popular night. He 
will find they have been all gone for 
some tire. 

With une great increase In the number 
of scalpers and the fact that even the 
undesirable seats are being scalped, and 
the inability of the scalpers to give real 
service as stated above, the only excuse 
for scalpers has now passed out of ex- 
istence. The sooner they are done away, 
the better fit will be for the theaters, 
as it is more trouble than [ft is worth to 
try to get theater tickets at the present 
tire.

The forest preserve nursery, under 
the direction of Mr. Kennicott and his 
assistant, Arthur Korsgaard, is one of 
the most efficient in the world. The 
estimated loss, from seedling to the 
young tree ready to set out, is only 2 
per cent. 

Special attention is being paid to the 
needs of the birds, which each year in- 
crease in number as they learn to ap- 
preciate more and more the protec.

Willow Basket Weaving. 


Another interesting sidelight the 
preserve furnishes, the basket willows 
grown ‘in great quantities. The Boy 
Scouts and Girl Scouts find them at 
hand when they wish to practice 
weaving. And the limber withes rep- 
resent a hope on the part of President 
Cermak of the board of commission- 
ers. 

This is, that some day a few fam- 
ilies of Indians may be brought back 
to the woods and the prairies they 
ceded to the white man’s coming.

It is hoped to make a 
part of this encampmnient a permanent 
thing.

The dams erected by the forest pre 
serve are unique. They are foot 
bridge and vehicle ford as well as 
water bar; for cross 
by a raised walk, and the broad top of 
the dam is built to permit the passage 
of wagon or automobile. 

Four of these dams in all have been 
constructed, three on the Des Plaines 
river between Higgins and Dundee 
roads, and one on Salt Creek near 
Western Springs, and other dams of 
the same type are in project. The 
county has been saved thousands of 
dollars on this construction work. The 
average cost of each dam is between 
$5,000 and $6,000. A dam and a bridge 
at the same points would have cost 
more than $35,000. 

And each dam fills still other pur- 
poses.

District representatives will 
report on “ football progress, néeds and 
outstanding pieces of play” in their 
regions. Discussion of coaching ethics, 
rules and officials will follow. 

Officials Oppose Changes. 

Resolutions against the adoption of 
‘radical changes, especially as regards 
the forward pass, were passed today at 
|the annual meeting ;here of the East- 
ern Association of Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Officials. 

Return to former rules was recom 
mended in three instances, the decision 
of most interest affecting the kickoff, 
which the officials voted should be re- 
turned from midfield to the 40 yard 
line, to prevent a recurrence of the 
numerous touchbacks noted during the 
last season. 

t was also voted that reversion to 
a rule of two years ago, by which a 
touchback results from offside play 
within the 10 yard line, be recommend- 
ed to the intercollegiate rules commit- 
tee. 

Rule 18, section 3, also needs amend- 
ing, in the opinion of the association. 
This section states: “A player who is 
offside is put onside when the ball 
touches an opponent.”

Club Officials Combine to 
Force Move?

AD is not well among officials of the 
New York Giants outfit. 
Despite denials by Manager Jobo 
McGraw of the National league cham- 
pions that the near future would see a 
shift of his activities from the Polo 
grounds to Braves’ field in Boston, it 
is said that such a move is actually 
underway and that it was discussed 
sub roga by the magnates who gath- 
ered here recently. 

The story is that differences have 
arisen between McGraw on one side 
and Treasurer Francis McQuaid and 
Secretary James Tierney on the other 
and that Charles A. Stoneham, presi- 
dent, agreed to stand back of the two 
latter officials and engineer a deal by 
which McGraw’s interest In the Glants 
would be exchanged for a portion of 
the Boston club. It has been said for 
years, but never proved, that the 
Braves are contrulled by Giant inter- 
ests and that the presidents of the 


former corporation were merely gal- 
aried employés.. | 
McGraw to Supplant Christy? 
The whisperings heard during the 
joint meeting here were partly borne 
out a couple of days ago in Boston 
when Albert H. Powell, a minority 
stockholder in the Braves, issued « 
statement to the effect that a change 
in the directorship of the club was in 
progress and that McGraw would sup 
plant Christy Mathewson as president. 
McGraw promptly denied Powell's 
statement, terming it absurd and ridi- 
culous, but behind the rumored changes 
and the denial is a series of differ 
ences that seem to have reached the 
breaking point. 
McQuaid never has played a premi- 
nent part in affairs of the Gianta, but 
it is said he was active under the sur- 
face. He is supposed to be the man 
who induced Stoneham to purchase a 
controlling interest in the New York 
club. Later McQuaid gras cut in on the 
club partly because of his close friend 
ship to Stoneham and partly because 
of his activity in behalf of the Sunday 
baseball bill passed in New York state. 


McQuaid Backs Tierney. 

Secretary Tierney is said to have 
been selected secretary of the club by 
Stoneham at the suggestion of Me- 
Quaid. Men close to McGraw claim 
the choice was not satisfactory to the 
vice president-manager. 

Other things supposed to have 
played a part in the reported break 
between Stoneham and McGraw was 
a row alleged to have occurred between 
the pair a couple of years ago. Both 
men were financially interested in the 
Havana race track at that time A 
dispute arose over a particular race 
and a fist fight is said to have followed. 
Denials were promptly made when the 
story was published. 

Stoneham is at present under indict 
mene in New York for alleged opera- 
tion of a “ bucket shop,” 


It is even a possibility 
Stoneham, unless found innocent of 
the charges against him, may cease to 
function as president of the Giants. 

If McGraw should go to Boston his 
transfer would go a long way toward 
strengthening one of the weakest links 
in the National league chain. 


MORE DENIALS, BUT— 


New York, Dec. 27.—[Special. }—De- 
nials of the Boston story insisting 
John J. McGraw, manager af the New 
York Giants, would succeed Christy 
Mathewson as president of the Boston 
Nationals before the start of next sea- 
son were elaborated and multiplied to- 
day, despite the fact spokesmen for 
the minority stockholders in the 
Braves continued to insist 
ments for McGraw’s acquisition had

“The story is ridiculous,” McGraw 
declared.

Wen I leave the Giants I will 
positively get out of baseball. My job 
and associations here are of the pleas- 
antest and transferring of my interests 
to Boston is the last thing I am think. 
ing of.” | 

Emil Fuchs, vice président of tip 
Braves, also denied the tale. “ Some 
body is selling the Braves every week 
or 80, but this is the most absurd 
report yet,” Fuchs added.

Huff Against Rotating Plan 
Proposed for Big 10 Elevens 


Champaign, IIL, Dec. 27.—{Special ] 
—Stamping the proposal to rotate con- 
ference football games, as is done itn 
basketball, as impractical] and undesira- 
bie for the best interests of the entire 
conference, George Huff, director 2f 
physical welfare at IMinois, declared 
his intention of opposing the plan if 
it ever comes up for serious considera- 
tion, which he doubts. 

Director Huff's statement was made 
for the benefit primarily of Mlinois 
alumni and students. He said: 

“Some advocate the plan because 
they think it would compel all teams 
to play schedules equally hard, and 
thus settle championships more equit- 
ably. Others believe it would be fairer 
to the weaker teams. 


Conference Not a League. 


“Tlinois does not regard the con- 
ference as a playing league which 
obliges its members to play each other, 
but merely as an organization which 
makes the rules under which they shall 
play when they do choose to meet. 
However, because of geographical con- 
siderations and traditions of rivalry, 
certain members of the conference 
naturally desire to play each other. 

“The conference is not organized to 
settle championships, but even if it de 
sired, and had the power to enforce 
schedules with this end in view, it 
would be impossible. A positive cham- 
pionship would be decided only when 
each team played the nine others.

“One university might have what it 
considered a good reason for not plav- 
ing another.

the change in interests and surroundings will sharpen and mellow 
his mind. The trouble with most literary men is that they tend 
always to become too literary. The way to avoid that danger is to 
move in the world, and the best way to move in the world is to get 
a job in it. 

On the precise nature of the job I have no advice to offer. It 
must be determined, obviously, by circumstances, even by mere luck. 
But in general it seems to me that the farther it lies afield, the better 
it is for the writer who has it. Journalism is tempting for that very 
reason, and it is no wonder that so many authors have turned to it. 
It provides an easy living, it offers opportunities for useful observa- 
tions, it has certain demmre contacts with literature, and yet it ts 
as far from literature proper as astronomy is from the pants busi- 
ness. The journalist is almost the exact opposite of a poet; he is 
even miles from a novelist. But there is nothing in his daily work 
to prevent him turning to poetry when that work is done. It occu- 
pies the mind without exhausting it. It stores the memory with 
brilliant images of the fleeting world. It induces a pleasurable mel- 
ancholy. What could be better preparation for poetry? 

But I do not recommend journalism specifically; I-only pomt 
out that it offers an agreeable living at small exertion. There may 
be far better berths for aspiring literati, for all I know, im railroad 
offices, door knob factories and brokerage houses. There have been 
Wall street poets before, and there will be more hereafter. Political 
jobs have kept many artists afive in the past: I recall Hawthorne 
and Herman Melville at once, not to mention Howells. Rich widows, 
the relics of wornout Babbitts, prowl the land. Love, as the poet 
hath it, finds 2 way. There is the patent medicine business. There 
i ; i ing. I know.a sculptor who is a 
bootiegger. Why not a novelist? 

As for the ladies of letters, my advice to them is always the 
same: Get married as soon as possible, and in your choice avoid 
artists as you would the pestilence. A husband without money is 
as bad as a husband with diabetes. Let your virgin fancy play upon 
a Babbitt, a sound Rotarian, a man with a good and growing busi- 
ness. Marry him as soon as possible, and then lay in a supply of 
typewriter paper and begin work on your masterpiece. If it pans 
out, he will be immensely proud of you. If it comes to naught, he 
will give thanks to God that you have abandoned your notions and 


come back to normalcy. Babbitts are best. Think of the wives 


of Shakespeare, Wagner, Ibsen!

A rich, full, vital voice is the voice 
of a healthy person. A musical, charm. 
ing voice belongs to one with a well 
poised and controlled system. 


Sometimes It’s Tension. 


As a nation we are accused of hav- 
ing peculiarly defective nasal tones. 
Whether the charge is justified or not, 
one does hear those raucous sounds 
too frequently for the good reputation 
of the land. With a little training and 
“ listening in,” this fault is easily over- 
come by the simple process of opening 
the mouth and using the vocal cords 
connected with the windpine instead 
of keeping the lips close together and 


the nose. 
The throaty voice is frequently the 


as swollen and diseased tonsils, goiter, 
and so on. If the throat is closed, the 
voice is smothered as it tries to come 
out. 


The thin, high pitched voice is the 
most ear splitting. As a rule, it be 
longs to the pers8n slways “ keyed 
up.”

Ignorance a Factor. 


Despite educational efforts, ignor 
ance, and indifference continne to play 
large parts in radiation nuisances.

evil and, vaguely, the cause; but that 


fact that they themselves often are 
the means of ruining their neighbors’ 
enjoyment—and their own.

Development of radio in-the last 
three years has contributed to the 
growth of three distinct radio classes 


all of which combine to make one big 
radio fraternity. The word “ frater- 
‘ity’ is used because an interest in 
any one of the three phases of citizen 
radio establishes a common ground for 
fellowship.

Three Classes Defined. 

The three distinctions intended may 
be applied to fields other than radio 
and can be classed generally under the 
headings—mildly interested, technical- 
ly inclined, and “ hobby riders.”

Another room of the east wing gal- 
leries is devoted to the combined ex- 
hibits of paintings by Paul Bartlett 
and Edgar S. Cameron. There is al- 
most as much difference in the method 
of painting of these two artists as lies 
between Mr. Ufer and Mr. Savage. 
Paul Bartlett attaches himself to the 
romantc school; Mr. Cameron is the 
conservVa‘ive, the realistic. A misty, 
warm color, tinged almost invariably 
with purple of varying depth, drenches 
the landrcapes of Mr. Bartlett. The 
occasiona! caivas in which people are 
figured preserts these same people as 
thick set, sturmpy peasants. A little 
of the ismistic square beloved by the 
radical moderns, is seen in the outlin. 
ing of the figures. They lack depth, 
but have breadth in full measure. 

The majority of Paul Bartlett's land- 
scapes were painted in southern 
France, the others in New England. 
There is not as much difference be- 
tween the two, according to him, as 
one mixht have ‘magined. Whether 
France or Maine, the same purple haze 
mists the far lana‘ca} e, and the fore 
ground is similarly bluish in tone 
wooliy in consistency, and rolling in 
character.

The Cameron paintings are of an 
entirely different character. The 
painting is exact. The outlines are 


definite. The color ts lovely and clear 
and true. Many of the scenes were 
painted near Chateau Nemours, in 
France. Some of the most appealing 
are glimpses of little inns, houses, or 
streets in little French villages. There 
are several fascinating ones of this na- 
ture.

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Woman’s Relief 
Corps Cheers All 


Through the Year 
By Kate Webber. 


T this season of the year, when 

the world in general pauses long 
enough to do its bit of holiday 
cheer, it perhaps is not unin- 
teresting to dwell a little while upon 
the histury and accomplishments of 
an organization which cheers the 
whole year through, the Woman's Re- 
lief corps, particularly the Mlinois de 
partment. ) 

Organized tn 1883 tn Denver, as an 
auxiliary to the Gfand Army of the Re 
public, the corps originally had a mem- 
bership of sixty. ‘That number has 
grown to 210,000 in the national organi- 
zation and has 19,000 members in this 
state. ; 

Patriotic and constructive work are 
the aims of the Woman's Relief corps. 
Since the government has adjusted 
the matter of homes amd pensions for 
civil wa> veierans, the attention of 
the members has passed from material 
relief to that of teaching patriotism in 
the pubiic schools, placing flags in 


‘+ school rooms, churches and in court 


rooms. It was the relief corps which 
put the flag salute in the public 
schools, and aided in having the na- 
tional emblem placed in all national 
parks. 

The cause of the world war soldiers 
has much of the relief corps’ attention. 
Relief is given where necessary; enter- 
tainments for the amusement of those 
confined in hospitals is arranged; 
monthly visits also are made to the 
hospitals and delicacies supplied the 
ex-service men. 

The organization also maintains a 
scholarship fund, which is awarded 
each year at the University of Illinois 
to the pupil writing the best patriotic 
essay. 

The corps is 2 member of the Na- 
tional Council of Women of the United 
States, and, aside from the American 
Red Cross, is the only women’s organ- 
ization in this country whose members 
may wear the red Geneva cross.

Instinct and Intelligence. 

Insects are largely creatures of in- 
gtinct, with inborn capacities for doing 
apparently clever things, but yet with 
gome degree of intelligence. In an 
animal's behavior there is often, no 
_goubt, a mingling of different kinds of 
activities unified in a way that baf- 
fes analysis. In many cases their be 
havior under new. conditions, their 
powers of effectively meeting new 
ends, go beyond mere instinct. What 
are we to say of the following? 

“The tailor ants, common in warm 
countries, make a shelter by drawing 
leaves together, and their codperative 
hauling is admirable; their mandibles 
are their needles, if you like, but they 
have nothing to fix the leaves with; 
what does each do but take a larva in 
its mouth so that the silk secreted 
from the offspring serves as adhesive 


gum. 

“The tailor ants nest in trees, and 
they sometimes find it difficult to bring 
two rather distant leaves close enough 
together to be sewn. Then, as Bug- 
nion relates, they have recourse to a 
perfectly extraordinary codperation. 
Five or six will form a living chain to 
bridge the gap. The waist of A is 


gripped in the mandibles of B, who is 
in turn gripped by C, and so on—a 
' notable gymnastic feat. Time does not 


appear to be of much account, but they 
work definitely towards a result, and 
many chains may work together for 
hours on end trying to draw twp leaves 
“close to one another. We could not 
have a better instance of social co- 


operation.”

of acting together and seifom make in- 
dividual attacks, but they never seem 
to hesitate to sacrifice themselves for 
the protection of the community. 

times these warlike expeditions 
are initiated with a definite end in 
view, that of capturing  blaves. 
For instance, the Amazon ants, which 
have jaws well suited for warfare but 
inconvenient for the peaceful occupa- 
tions of life, habitually keep slaves to 
wait upon them. Prof. Wheeler thus 
describes them: “ While in the home 
nest they sit about in stolid idieness 
or. pess the long hours begging the 
slaves for food, or cleaning themselves 
and burnishing their ruddy armour, 
but when outside the nest they display 
& dazzling courage and capacity for 
concerted action.” Scouts report their 
discovery of a brown ant colony, and 
@ raid promptly follows, the Amazons 
returning victorious with a large num- 
ber of prisoners, which become faithful 
slaves. Darwin's suggestion “of the 
origin of slave making was that many 
ants capture the pupe of other ants 
for food, that some of the stored pupe 
might be unintentionally reared, that 
if their presence in the community 
was not resented but proved useful, 
the slave making habit might make 
ground.” 

Like the termites, the true ants fre- 
quently have guests within their 
homes. Certain little crickets find 
shelter and abundant food in this 
hospitable haunt. They beg food from 
the ants, and usually they shame- 
lessly steal from the newly fed young 
ants, Beetles, too, with a peculiar 
fragrance that makes them welcome 
guests, persuade the ants to share the 
sweet substances they carry in their 
crops, by stroking them till they de- 
liver up the coveted dainty. One 
species of ant carries mites about on 
the body, feeding them and caring for 
them, but apparently deriving no bene-

He does not scissor hia way across, 
but bit by bit sinks the tip of one jaw, 
hooklike, into the surface and brings 
the other up to it, slicing through the 
tissue with surprising ease... . 
Holding his bit of leaf edgewise, he 
bends his head as far down as possi- 
ble and secures a strong purchase 
along the very rim, when as he raises 
his head the leaf rises with it, sus 
pended high over his back out of the 
way.” 

From this the ant gets ite popular 
name of parasol ant. 

Mr. Beebe, with due precautions 
against attack by the insects, which 
are formidable collectively, dug out a 
large nest. At first only workers came 
forth, but by and by the large, one- 
eyed, round headed soldiers ltumbered 
forth to battle, attacked his well 
greased boots. e tells us that their 
bulldoglike grip, which does not relax 
with death, is taken advantage of by 
the Indians, who used them for stitch- 
ing wounds, apply their jaws to the 
apposed edges of ekin and snipping off 
their bodies. As we have mentioned, 
the leaves the ants bring in are not 
eaten, but are mastivated to a pulp 
and used as a fertilizer on which to 
grow the fungus which is their only 
food—indoors at least. Three feet 
down the great corridors opened out 
at intervals to chambers as large as 
a football, which were filled with the 
soft whitish mold which is the raison 
a’étre of all the ants’ labor. In one 
of these chambers Mr. Beebe found 
groups of workers in the act of chew- 
ing up the leaf pulp.
